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t,o In October 1946, the Soviet Army and the Chinese Comauniat Arny began 
constructing and rebuilding highways in North Manchuria which lead into the 
USSR. Most of the construction work was performed by Soviet workers ale 
though some Chiness Commurist troops and local inhabitants were used, Approxi- 
mately 25,000 Soviet workers were engaged in highwey construction between 
Cetobar 1946 and November 1947, These workers appeared tc he prisoners but 
they were not POs. 5000 Chinese Communist Army engineer troops worked on the 
nighway cron Heiho (127-31,50-15) to Tsitsihar ( L23— 57 ph Fe22) « 


The former Japanese mijitary highway between Tsiteihar and Ust Urov (120-46, 
52-12) waa canpletely repedred in Noveaber 1947, after one year of work, This 
roas, i¢ well constructed, particularly in the Haingan Mountain range, The 
road is gravel surfaced and in some places is wide enough to vermit four 4x4 
trucks to pasa. 
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3, The highway between Bilagoveshchsnak (127~30,50-15}, Heiho and Tsitsihar was 
completed in November 1947. This road is also evavel surfaced, 


4o During the peried from October 1946 to November 19L7, the highways were being 
used to transport lumber from the Hsingin Kountain range and ore {type unstatal } 
fron North Manchuria to the USSR. 6x6 trucks (not stated if American or Soviet 
made) were used to transport both the lumber and the core, At least 7000 truck 
loads of lumber were sent to the USSR during this period, while about 900 truck 
loads of ore were transported over these highways to tne USSE. 
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
